Josiah Kirby and the other the pri­ 
vate secretary of one of his attorneys, 
were anions ten persons named Mon­ 
day in a blanket indictment charging 
attem pt corruptly to influence pro­ 
spective jurors in Kirby's two federal 
trials. 
Among the five names not mention- 
in any previous indictments growing 
out of Kirby’s alleged conspiracy to 
escape jail by jury-fixing were also 
that of a Cleveland 
newspaperman 
and a Warren, Ohio, attorney. 
Tho the return of the indictment Is 
the last act of the present grand jury, 
the jury tampering investigation is 
not yet complete. 
Assistant District 
Attorney Donald G. Van Buren said 
additional witnesses would be heard 
by the grand jury for the Ajril term 
and other indictments are probable. 
Those named in 
Monday’s 
indict­ 
ment are: 
Josiah Kirby, convicted on charges 
of using the mails to defraud in con­ 
ducting the affairs of the Cleveland 
Discount company, of which he was 
founder and president. 
Ben Williamson, former Cleveland 
newspaper reporter and an employe 
of Kirby. 
James Donovan, 
Mansfield, 
Ohio, 
politician. 
James La Dow, Mansfield, Ohio, at­ 
torney. 
William R. Irvin, Akron attorney. 
Miss Meta Kretchman, private sec­ 
retary and stenographer of Kirby. 
Miss Daisy Bumeson, private secre­ 
tary and stenographer of 
Attorney 
Frank Gentsch, of Cleveland. 
Mrs. Martha Ann Williamson, wife 
of Ben Williamson. 
Gibson P. Gilmer, W arren, attorney. 
Belman D. Jones, formerly connect­ 
ed with the Cleveland office of 
the 
International News Service, an agent 
and employe of Kirby. 
Arraignment of the defendants will 
be held some time in April. 
The indictment charges these per­ 
sons attempted to impede justice by 
approaching and offering 
bribes To 
prospective jurors and circulating er­ 
roneous reports and propaganda by 
word of mouth and thru newspapers. 
Twenty-one overt acts are charged. 
According to Van Buren, who intro­ 
duced the evidence in the case of the 
federal grand jury, the 
indictment 
contains only a small portion of the 
overt acts of which the government 
has evidence. 
He said Kirby has at least one firm 
of attorneys retained in every county 
of this federal district to investigate 
prospective jurors. 
“Proper investigation of prospec­ 
tive jurors is absolutely legitimate,” 
said Van Buren. 
“ Many of these a t­ 
torneys were absolutely ethical about 
it* 
But in many cast s it is pretty 
hard to determine whether the 
law 
was transgressed or not. 
The indictment charges

Dow introduced Williamson to Dono­ 
van in Mansfield. 
Williamson, it was 
alleged, by promising a reward, per­ 
suaded Donovan to approach two pro­ 
spective jurors in the panel for tic* 
second trial in January.

J a stave Baer, Mansfield, former sher­ 
iff, and Harry D. Smart, of Galion. 
Williamson and La Dow instructed 
Donovan to tell Baer and Smart the 
district attorney is a Jew, who was 
pressing the prosecution thru politi­ 
cal ambition and that Federal Judge 
Ivillitts “was out to get Kirby.” 
Baer was told he would be “well 


taken care of” financially if he got 
on the jury and voted for Kirby’s ac­ 
quittal, it was alleged. 
Miss Burneson is alleged to have 
approached Smart, a prospective juror 
on January l l in the federal building 
and said; 
“Mr. Kirby is a very fine 
gentleman. 
May I not introduce him 
to you?”

Donovan fled to California where 
he was arrested by a justice depart- 
men officer. 
He made a complete con­ 
fession to the government on his re­ 
turn.

Kirby was 
said to have told In in ; “All you have 
to do is to find whether prospective 
jurors are crooked.
